As our camp is located in a, small 
valley, wc hear the echo. as' well as 
tbe report of the guns^ which in- 
creases the noise. During this past 

!.week I have had. a visit from one of 
1he ImpcrisI artillery officers, -who is 
a Soldier of one of our English 

.'Corps. He was all through the Gal- 
lipot! campaign, and has now been 
in France for some time, and as I 

. "was the first Salvation Army Officer 

. he had met at the front, he was na- 
hiraliy delighted to see me. This is 
die place where you certainly anprc- 

. date meeting comrades. 
■ The hot tea (hat I have been fur- 
nishing free to the men at the Rest 
has been very much appreciated, 
especially during the cold snap. 
-When the boys come in who are go- 
ing to and from- the front trenches 
aud arc chilled with the cold, a good 
cup of hot tea is the best thing they 
can have to warm tbcm up. Will 
you please remind the readers of 
■'The Cry," and especially our Home 
Leaguers, that I can use all the 
comforts they can send me, as I have 
not had nearly enough to keep me 
gning. 

Wc certainly have the British 
Empire represented in miniatnre in 
our vicinity here. We ate near one 
ct our forest camps, and here we 
Have our expert lumbermen from all 
over Canada, sturdy men of the 
. woods, lithe of limb and quick of 
eye, who, as you see them felling 
the trees, remind, you of Long-

thc other day that he had three saws 
putout of commission that morning 
on account of the pieces of shell 
tbey had run into. 
Then wc have aldo some African 

battalion, £.nd -.vho look with n great 
deal of wonder on ihe ways of their 
white brethren. Along the main road 
alongside of which wc arc encamp- 
ed, frequently pass representatives 
from New Zealand. Australia, and 
the oth^r ontposis ot the Empire. A 
veritable pageant of "Empire, which 
will broaden the virion and widen 
the outlook of every man who is 
permitted to sec it. 

I arranged, ai the request ol (he 
officer in charge of one of our work- 
ing parlies, to hold a service Tor ihe 
men on Sunday aiwriioan.-Tlicy arc 
billeted in a c^vc just behind the 
front trenches, and as Llity arc in a 
good, safe place from shelling, it .is 
pcrmissahle to have services (here. 
AtCUlH]Ji ml til by i]]y uiiluiii.il, I dia ri- 
cd out after lunch and wc soon lo- 
cated the communication trench that 
led up to the section wc were look- 
ing for. On arriving there, how- 
ever, we were mis-dircctcd and sent 
on to another cave a few miles fnr- 
ther on that was in the support 
trenches. 

Wc passed n couple of villages 
that had been battered to pieces hy 
Lhc enemy artillery, and which arc 
now noibinp but heaps of ruins. Ii 
is impossible to adequately describe 
the ruined and desolate appearance - 
of the country just behind the front 
line. The trenches wind in and out 
through fields that have laid waste 
for the last two years. The only seed 
that has'bcccl sown has been forged 
in furnaces of nrt and the reaper has- 
heen death. The harvest in the main 
has been instantaneous, but in some 
cascs.it has-involved weary months 
of suffering arid pain. One fa forc- 
ibly reminded oi the lines in one of 
Kipling's war poems: — 

"Our world has passed away 
iln -wantonness -overthrown, 
And nought remains to-day 
But fire and steel and stone" 

In the support trench I saw one of 
the most pathetic things X have scen_ 
in connection with the war. It was 
a little cross made out of two pieces 
of wood, about a foot longi- and 
stuck upon- the side of the trench. It 
fcorc the inssristwa "To the memory'. 



of an unknown Freneh hero." No 
doubt one of our boys, when dig- 
ging, had come across the body of a 
Ffcnch soldier, and in the kindness 
of his heart had put up the little 
cross. In these little crosses, scat- 
tered all along the line andiu the 
graveyards further, back, lies the 
tragedy of this ghastly struggle God 
grant that the cause of justice and 
righteousness will soon triumph — as 
we believe it r will.- 

J3y the. time wc returned from the 
support trenches it was too late to 
look up our boys, so we bad to re- 
turn to "camp without -having the 
service. \Vc will have to wait until 
next Sunday to have one now, as 
that ls the only time the boys arc 
free, so that we can get them toge- 
ther, I have been able to meet a lot 
of our own boys, and while now wc 
arc POt able ^o have any services 
here, still it is a great blessing to be 
able lo meet the comrades and en- 
courage them a bit. 

In my last letter I referred to my 
effort to find the cave where our 
men arc billeted, and owing to the 
fact that I was misdirected, my fail- 
ure to do so. Last Sunday I secured 
a guide and succeeded in reaching 
my objective. The thaw had set in, 
and ' Ihe communication ~ trenches 
were very wet and muddy. In the 
scciious that lacked trench mat? the 
mud was over the ankles, and v.bcn 
you stepped into a hole you would 
sink half-way to the knees. It was 
a damp, misty day, and I do uot 
know that I have ever toiadc a more 
dreary and depressing journey than 



this one. 

The fields not having been culti- 
vated for over two years arc cov- 
ered wiih a (angled growth of weeds 
ami grain and roots,_whilc they arc 
all. pockmarked with shell holes. In 
snmc places where a harragc fire has 
been put on these are only a few 
icct apart. This, with the battered 
villages along the way, comprise a 
veritahtc abomination of desolation. 
It gives the curious impression that 
the whole face of nature has broken 
out in a violent eruption and is cov- 
ered with putrid sores. In the spring 
Mother Nature will endeavour to 
hide these scars with the tender 



heart of stone who is not moved by, ./; 
the tragedy and pathos uf it all. ' ;' - 
Personally I find my eyes blinded ."■ 
by tears as I stumble along the 
trenches, thinking of the awful an- : -:
